ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, 
ALGIERS, Dec. 12.—(#)—Savage 
German _ counterattacks were 
smashed back yesterday at both 
ends of the Allied line in Italy, 
Allied headquarters announced to- 
day, with British artillery taking 
heavy toll, especially of tank-led 
Nazi assault troops along the 
Adriatic. 

Axis sources quoted by Reuters 
reported new drives by both the 
Eighth and Fifth Armies. 

The German satellite Vichy 
radio said General Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery had launched a 
massed attack in the direction of 
Pescara and Chieti and made a 
slight advance in the coastal sec- 
tor. 

Berlin officials, quoted by the 
‘German-controlled Scandinavian 
telegraph bureau, said the Fifth 
Army's push toward the Pontine 
marshes was seriously menacing 
Rome. They said the artiller¥ con- 


centrated here was unparalleled in 
the Italian war and in many sec- 
tors of the German front line they 
get daily doses of 30,000 shells.

Six American Spitfires were 
jumped Saturday by eight Messer- 
schmitts southeast. of Cassino, but 
because of superior maneuvering 
by the Americans, the Germans 
were unable to get in a shot, and 
one Messerschmitt was destroyed 
by Flight Officer John F. Porter, 
whose father, H. G. Dietrich, lives 
at 802 Hill place, Brunswick, Ga.

Attu Rock Briefly a Newsroom; 
Phone Reveals Slayer of 8 Japs 


(This is the second in a series 
of articles by an outstanding 
group of reporters in which they 
relate deathless moments in 
their experiences. The locale of 
this story by Howard Handle- 
man is Attu.)

It was in the third week of the 
battle of Attu. The Japs were 
crowded back to a curling ridge 
of mountains called the Fishbook.

Maniu took place in Bucharest De- 
cember 1, the anniversary of Hun- 
gary’s annexation of the Rumanian 
territory of Transylvania. 


Maniu was greeted by shouts of 
“Save our country” as a tremen- 
dous crowd gathered in the streets 
to greet him. Police did not jnter- 
fere but prevented Maniu from 
giving a newspaper statement. 

The Germans were believed to 
have about 50 divisions—roughly 
1,000,000 men—deployed through- 
out Bulgaria, Greece, the Greek 
islands, Albania and Yugoslavia. 
These included eight Bulgar divi- 
sions in Yugoslavia, Macedonia 
and southern Serbia and three or 
four Croat Quisling divisions. 

The Yugoslav guerrillas have 
upwards of 10 Axis divisions fully 
occupied, mostly between Sarajevo 
and Zagreb. Three more German 
divisions have been rushed into Al- 
bania recently to take over from 
the Italians. 

Germany apparently plans to de- 
fend Greece on the island peri- 
meter which is economical to hold 
because intervening sea spaces can 
be defended by air patrols. The 
island ring is held by a division 
and a fortress brigade totaling 22,- 
000 high-caliber troops on Crete, a 
compact assault division on Rhodes 
numbering about 9,000 men, a unit 
of 1,200 men at Samos and 2,000 
each at Leros and Cos plus other 
smaller forces scattered about the 
Aegean. 

Nazi commitments in this area 
indicate the German command ex- 
pects a flanking attack from Al- 
lied forces in Italy which might 
cut off the whole of the Greek pen- 
insula. This is also substantiated 
by heavy concentrations between 
Zagreb and the Austrian border.

The Class B allotment is to be 
increased, but in matters of this 
type the War Department’s red 
tape unwinds slowly. The family 
is hungry while reports in tripli- 
cate pass from department to de- 
partment in the governmental ma- 
chine. 

The C. family is behind in its 
rent payments; there is little food 
in the house. 

Since the father’s death from 
tuberculosis, the mother and the 
children have had peviodic exami- 
nations. So far, tuberculosis has 
not developed. 

The 12-year-old twins—a boy 
and a girl—are underweight... They 
need not merely good food, but 
they need what doctors call “plus 
diets.” That means food to build 
bodies to a strength that will resist 
the threat of tuberculosis germs,

to remain in school. He works on 
weekends, but his earnings add 
little to the family income. 

John is establishing a record in 
the service. He is soon to be 
home on a furlough before he goes 
overseas.

LONDON, Dec. 12.—(4)—The 
Russians and «the Czechoslovak 
government in exile took the first 
great stride today toward erecting 
a solid barrier against future Ger- 
man aggression in eastern Europe 
by binding themselves together in 
a treaty of friendship, mutual as- 
sistance and postwar collabora. 
tion. 

The far-reaching agreement, 
which opened the way for Poland 
also to join in wiping out once and 
for all any German dream of a 
drivé to the east, was signed at 
the Kremlin in a ceremony attend- 
ed by Premier Marshal Stalin and 
Czech President Eduard Benes, the 
Moscow radio announced. The 
way may have been paved by the 
conference of President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill and Mar- 
shal Stalin at Teheran. ; 

The brief announcement said the 
details of the agreement would not 
be published until Tuesday, but 
the protocol, the contents of which 
were learned in London before 
Benes left for the Moscow signing, 
provided that any neighbors of 
Russia and Czechoslovakia which 
are not aligned with the Germans, 
could come in later.

Stalin Almost Steals FDR Title 
As World’s ‘Most Photogenic’ 


AN ADVANCED AIR BASE 
SOMEWHERE IN ITALY, Dec. 12. 
()—President Roosevelt almost 
lost his crown as the world’s most 
photogenic leader—in the opinion 
of a crack U. S. Air Force combat 
camera crew who were the only 
photographers accompanying the 
President on his tour of North Af- 
rica, Cairo, Teheran and Malta. 

And Premier Stalin was the 
man who almost took the title 
away, they said today. 

“Stalin tas a perfect camera 
face,’ said Major George H. 
Reineking, of Los Angeles, Cal., 
chief of the crew. “You can shoot 
him from any angle.” 

“He is almost better for a cam- 
eraman than the President,” Lieu- 
tenant Frank Burgess, of Holly- 
wood, added. 

Overnight Assignment. 


The camera crew was ordered 
out on assignment overnight, pick- 
ing up the President's party en 
route to Cairo, and to a man they 
said “it was the biggest thrill of 
our lives.” The assignment came 
as a complete surprise. 

Prime Minister Churchill was 
rated a poor photogenic third to 
Roosevelt and Stalin. 

Sergeant Ray Van Dan, of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., explained that 
Churchill “always sits cockeyed in 
a chair at some odd angle, and he 
is hard to photograph well.” 

“I was beefing about having to 
work when he were called out of 
bed,” Sergeant Van Dan. said. 
“When I got to an airport and saw 
the President I almost fell on my 
face.” 

Rubs Shoulders With Joe.

The Duckpin World, a publication for 
Bond Bosegnition all sanctioned alleys of the National 
Duckpin Bowling Congress, and Bowling, official publication of 
the American Bowling Congress, feature Atlanta in their latest 
issues. 

There’s a front-page spread in the Duckpin World. In fact, 
the entire front page is devoted to the feat of Atlanta bowlers 
raising $8,373,410 in a single victory bond drive. 

The Duckpin World used a picture of the award winners and 
John Blick, and covered the rest of the page with a story of the 
remarkable accomplishment. 

The publication said, in part: 

“The Atlanta bowlers did it again. In the war bond 
bowling campaign, which ended October 10 and which was 
cosponsored by The Atlanta Constitution and Blick’s Bowling 
Center, the Atlanta bowlers bought and sold $8,373,410 worth 
of bonds to lead all other cities in the nation in similar drives. 

“While their goal was $10 100,000, for 24 Flying Fortresses, 
the achievement was all the more remarkable on account of the 
handicaps confronting them. In this drive, sales to banks could 
not be credited; more than 2,000 Atlanta air raid wardens, many 
of them bowlers, were conducting a drive of their own, and the 
third war loan drive certainly had taken millions of dollars from 
the pockets of Atlanta citizens. 

“The total raised is sufficient, however, to buy seven large 
bombers each for the Army and Navy and seven patrol bombers 
for the Marines, all of which will bear the name, The Atlanta 
Bowler. 

“The Kiwanis Club amazingly sold in excess of $4,000,000 
worth of bonds in the drive to win the trophy offered the club 
selling most bonds. . . . John Blick led all individuals in 
the amount of bonds sold in this drive, as he did in the others, 
but of course was not eligible for prizes. .. . He, the 
Atlanta bowlers and The Atlanta Constitution have done an- 
other fine job for their country. .. Many an Atlanta 
boy, who once rolled them down the alleys there, will swell 
with pride as he sees an Atlanta Bowler wing its way toward 
enemy territory from his overseas base, and realizes it was 
purchased by bonds sold by his buddies back home.” 

The publication Bowling said, in part: 

“Meet the nation’s premier bond salesman, John Blick, bowler 
and bowling alley operator of Atlanta, Ga. 

“During a bond-bowling tournament, cosponsored by the ‘Blick 
establishments and The Atlanta Constitution, local pinmen bought 
and sold war bonds totaling $8,373,410. During the year 
1943 The Constitution and Atlanta bowling recreations have staged 
three war bond drives. Every one of the more than 15,000 bonds 
issued, for an aggregate total of $10,082,778, has been sold through 
the efforts of Blick and the fine southern newspaper.”

Heinz Probers 
Hunt Witnesses 


In an effort to run down re- 
cently-developed clues in the 
Heinz murder case, Atlanta po- 
lice are concentrating all their ef- 
forts on finding two new wit- 
nesses. Both of these witnesses 
are Negroes, one a woman. 

Detective Superintendent J. A. 
McKibben believes that these two 
may be able to furnish informa- 
tion which may aid in solving the 
mystery slaying of Henry Heinz, 
banker, who was shot to death 
last September 28 in the library 
of his home on Ponce de Leon 
avenue. 


Authoritfes are still questioning. 
George Arnold, 33, Negro excon- 
vict, who is under arrest in con- 
nection with the investigation. 
McKibben said that the charge 
against Arnold is “suspicion of 
murder.” 

Working on a description which 
Mrs. Heinz furnished them, Radio 
Patrolmen W. M. Miller and M. W. 
Blackwell engaged in a search for 
Arnold, a well-known police char- 
acter with an extended criminal 
record. They finally found him 
in jail, being held on two charges 
of “taking money under false pre- 
tenses,” 

Following the shooting of Heinz, 
Mrs. Heinz told the police about a 
“light-skinned Negro,” about 6 feet 
tall, whom she said she saw grap- 
pling with the banker on the 
night of the murder. Police rec- 
ords show Arnold to be 5 feet, 11 
inches tall. 

The police hope the additional 
witnesses may be able to verify 
information which will lead _ to 
other and more eine arrests.

Brazil Sends 
Aid to Front 


ALGIERS, Dec. 12.—()—Gen- 
eral Mascarenhas de Morais, of 
the Brazilian general staff, an- 
nounced today that Brizil is send- 


ing ground forces and airforce 
units to serve with Allied troops |, 
in Europe or Africa, 

General Mascarenhas heads a 
party of 13 Brazilian officers who 
conferred at Allied force head- 
quarters preliminary to the dis- 
patch of the first expeditionary 
force ever sent overseas from a 
Latin American republic. 

The ultimate destination, date 
of departure or arrival and the 
size and composition of the Bra- 
zilian force was not disclosed. 

‘Mascarenhas, who holds a rank 
comparable to major general in 
the American Army, is going to 
Brazil soon to take command, and 
return with a large unit of the ex- 
peditionary force. 

He said that where the Brazil- 
ians went into action would de- 
pend upon the Allied commander 
in chief under whose orders they 
are to be placed. 


The Brazilian force will be a 
separate unit with Brazilian of- 
ficers under. Brazilian colors. 
Their disposition will depend on 
the Allied commander, Mascaren- 
has said, but pressed for an an- 
swer as to whether they would 
be ready to see action, he 
shrugged: 

“The conclusion is obvious.” 

Mascarenhas, who was accom- 
panied, by General Anor Texeira 
Doassantos, of the war minister’s 
office; Colonel Vasco Secco, of 
the airforce, and Major General 
J. G. Ord, American chairman of 
the joint Brazil-United States De- 
fense Commission, said Brazilians 
were eager to do their share to- 
ward defeat of the Axis. 

“Brazil in view of her agree- 
ments has .turned toward war 
spontaneously, and so has the 
Army,” he said, as Ord added 
praise for the units he had watch- 
ed in training. 

The group was described offi- 
cially as an advance reconnais- 
sance party of the Brazilian ex- 
peditionary force. It arrived in 
Algiers shortly after the announce- 
ment in Brazil several weeks ago 
that the country was ready to 
send forces to participate in the 
war,

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He Must-Eat Balanced Meals 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


A woman will go on a diet at 
the drop of a hat whether or not 


she needs to—almost any diet, so. 


long as it promises to take off so 
many pounds in so few days. A 
man is much more sensible about 
his dieting. When he retrenches 
on the calories, it is because his 
weight is unquestionably above 
what it should be for his height 
and health. 


So don’t try to put your hus- 
band on the diet you may have 
picked up from some teatime con- 
versation. One woman, whose 
husband is 80 pounds overweight, 
wrote to ask for a reducing diet 
of 600 calories a day for him. 
That is only enough for one man- 
size meal! If he stayed on that 
few calories for long, she would 
be a widow before long. 

The nutrition yardstick sets the 


normal calorie allowance for the| 
man in sedentary work at 2,500' 


a day, and for the moderately ac- 
tive man at 3,000 a day. A diet of 
1,000 calories less than the nor- 
mal requirement is safe and re- 
ducing and the man in sedentary 
work should get around 1,500 
calories a day.to reduce on. 

The 1,500 calories a day allow 
for plenty of food, provided you 
choose the menus with an eye to 
the calories. But you don’t have 
to worry too much about count- 
ing up these for every meal. Just 
plan the diet around the protec- 
tive foods and leave off the extras 
and cut out the fattening dessert. 
The dietary restrictions should be: 
No fried foods, no gravies, not 
over one pat of butter per meal 
(a restrigtion you are probably 
making anyway), little or no 
French dressing and mayonnaise, 
and absolutely no pie, pastry and 
such for dessert. 

Your husband will be better fed 
and will lose more weight for 
having a good breakfast of sliced 
orange or one-half grapefruit; one 
or two eggs and a thin slice of

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The New ““West’’ 


Alaska will become a state if congress acts 
favorably on the Dimond resolution which 
would make Alaska the 49th state in the 
Union. : 

This congress is not expected to do. 

Yet this proposal brings Alaska into a focus 
which not even the construction of the Alaska 
highway (the one you and your wife have 
agreed you will drive over when the war ends) 


managed to do. 

Alaska will become a state within the next 
few years. It is possible those years may be 
fewer than we believe. 

What it does do is bring :to our attention 
that here is our old “West” ¢ome back to us, 
providing a safety valve for the post-war rest- 
lessness. 

The coming of peace will surely see a large- 
scale migration to Alaska for the simple reason 
that it will be easy to get to Alaska, land will 
be cheap, there will be homesteads and there 
will be the lure of gold and new metals which 
are beneath the surface of Alaska’s mountains 
and valleys. 

Alaska has one of the world’s greatest re- 
serves of standing timber. It has unlimited 
waterpower sources. Its tillable soil has an 
aggregate area larger than the state of Iowa. 
It has oil fields as yet untapped. It has great 
deposits of coal, silver, tin, lead, copper and 
other minerals. There are furs to be trapped. 
There is much wild game. The city of An- 
chorage, for instance, has an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the shooting of moose in the city 
limits. 

Fishing is an industry bringing in $40,000,- 
000 to $50,000,000 per year. There are other 
developments in manufacture which are sure 
to bring business to Alaska. 

Until Pearl Harbor it was difficult to travel 
in Alaska. Now there are railroads and roads 
which criss-cross virgin territory. The Army 
has built them. 

It will be relatively easy to travel in Alaska. 
It means that a migration such as the old 
west knew is sure to take place. Many a young 
soldier will want to go back and settle in 
Alaska. Many a farmer, dissatisfied with 
worn-out land, and with “conditions,” will be 
impelled to try a new start in Alaska. 

Many of Georgia’s restless ones, a type 
which helped settle Texas and Florida; which 
went to Indian Territory when it was opened 
for settlement, will join those of other states 
in the migration to the new “West.” 

We bought Alaska, finally, in 1867. Russia 
had offered it to us as early as 1855 for $5,000,- 
000. We paid $7,200,000 for it in 1867. 

Oh, yes, the critics in congress condemned 
it as radical, wasteful, and extravagant. 


That Rebellion 


No one pays much attention to Cotton Ed 
Smith, the senator from South Carolina, who 
is talking about forming a “Southern Demo- 
crat party.” He is one of our shabbier south- 
ern exhibits, one of those picturesque types 
which have been so costly to the south. 

North Carolina’s Josiah Bailey also has been 
talking secession and the Charlotte News, 
which knows him well, has this so say: © 

“We don’t believe any regional or national 
tremors will be felt because Senator Josiah 
Bailey attacked Pennsylvania’s Senator Guffey 
and thundered that the south might form a 
party of her own and thus ‘hold the balance 
of power.’ 

“Senator Bailey is tired of being spoken of 
as a ‘Southern Democrat,’ and wants to be 
accepted with his brethren as American, and 
not on the basis of southern origin. He threat- 
ens that southern Democrats might be driven 
out of the party by hostility and negligence 
on the part of northern and western leaders, 
and that they would retire to Dixie to fight to 
make certain that there would never again 
be a Democrat elected as President of the 
United. States. 

“This is rebellion within the party, a threat 
of secession. But we do not believe that the 
party leaders quaked as Josiah Bailey uttered 
those words, or that they will be forced into 
any change of policy. We believe that any 
proposal of a southern Democratic party is 
only outright foolishness, and nothing more.” 

That seems to be a full analysis of Josiah’s 
bieat. 
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Let the Soldiers Vote 


Senator Walter George and Governor Ellis 
Arnall both believe a brief session of the state 
legislature should be called to establish legis- 
lation which will permit the citizens of Georgia 
now serving as soldiers in the nation’s civilian 
army to vote in the 1944 elections. 

Congress has excluded a bill to set up a 
federal board, made up of equal numbers of 
Republicans and Democrats, to permit soldiers 
to vote. Since it has become the duty of each 
state to poll its soldiers because of conflicting 
laws in the various states, special legislation 
will be needed. 

Georgia can show the way. We hope the 


Governor will call a brief session for the sole 


purpose of making it possible for Georglia’s 
soldiers to vote. 

We cannot allow it to be said we’re willing 
for them to fight for a representative form 
of government and not allow them to partici- 
pate in the elections. Unless the states do so 
act the recent congressional actions means few 
soldiers will be allowed to cast their votes 
in .1944, 

Let Georgia show the way.

Who Said It? 


We present two statements with the request 
that the gentle reader, if he does not know, 
guess who uttered them. 

The first one is this: 

“I am deeply alarmed today over the 
possibility that a right-wing reaction may 
draw some sections of capital so far away 
from our traditions as to imperil the entire 
structure of American life as we know it.” 

The second one is this: 

“Some people call these powerful groups 
‘isolationists,’ other call them ‘reaction- 
aries,’ and still others, seeing them follow- 
ing in European footsteps, call them ‘Amer- 
ican Fascists.’ Sooner or later the mach- 
inations of these small but powerful 
groups which put money and power first 
and people last will inevitably be exposed 
to the public eye.” 

Now, we believe they both say, in essence, 
the same thing. The interesting thing is that 
the first statement is not by any New Dealer 
or any “professor.” It was said last week to 
the National Association of Manufacturers by 
Charles E. Wilson, president of the General 
Electric Company, and serving with Donald 
Nelson as executive vice president of WPB. He 
came up the hard way, starting as an errand 
boy at the age of 13. 

The second statement was by Vice President 
Wallace. It was made last July in Detroit 
and for making that statement the vice presi- 
dent was roudly condemned and ridiculed. 

Now, if Mr. Wilson is alarmed at what he 
sees aS a dangerous right-wing political reac- 
tion, we may be assured that his alarm is based 
on evidence which makes him believe there 
is a dangerous, reactionary trend in Washing- 
ton which threatens the future of this country. 

Speaker of the House Sam Rayburn has said 
the same thing. So has Economic Adminis- 
trator Byrnes, the gentleman from South 
Carolina. Congress did not heed them. 

Mr. Wilson’s alarm over Fascist, reactionary 
tendencies in congress is enough, we hope, to 
make his fellow industrialists and congress 
Share his alarm. We hope he may expose 
them and have real support in his exposure 
of greed and hate.

this war must necessarily be 
vague and I will agree that it was 
impossible to draw a map at Mos- 
cow or Teheran, defining national 
boundaries and to write a fixed 
or even a tentative and variable 
constitution, to be given to all 
those nations. Still, to-all Amer- 
icans, the Constitution of the 
United States, as amended, ‘s the 
ideal expression of freedom and 
any future way of life for these 
other peoples which does not con- 
tain its guarantees is no freedom 
at all to us. Being still the freest 
people on earth, notwithstanding 
a trend toward whimsical and au- 
tocratic government in recent 
years, the Amer.can people, con- 
sidering their contribution to ‘the 
victory, had a right to express 
their ideal. There was no reason 
to be bashful about this for it is 
our creed, and no other nation 
on our side is fighting harder 
or better for the victory. 


On the other hand, we certainly 
know that the Russian system is 
opposed to ours in every impor- 
tant respect. It is a one-party 
government run by an absolute 
dictator and while it has been 
very efficient in Russia and may 
be to their liking, it still has 
nothing in common with ours and 
therefore cannot represent to us 
anything but a total denial of 
freedom. 


The obvious reason why we 
have not insisted on putting forth 
our system is that Russia has oth- 
er plans for the nations of the 
continent more consistent with 
Russia’s system. 


We are told that Russia is be- 
coming freer as her national 
power and confidence grow and 
that under the new order’ the 
small nations will be protected 
by the three great’ victorious 
giants and, at least, will be spared 
the tragic necessity of continuing 
the ghastly series of wars.

Disquieting cence of ours 
there is a dis-

tion that even for our own home 
purposes, the American Const.tu- 
tion might be revised in the di- 
rection of the Soviet system. 
There are some in high positions 
in our own government who, for 
years, have expressed the thought 
that the government should be 
the people’s boss, not their serv- 
ant, and that equality of oppor- 
tunity means equality of achieve- 
ment, enforced by government 
regulations. Thus, in the income 
tax, it is proposed that the more 
successful citizen be penalized 
and leveled off not merely for the 
purpose of raising money but to 
equalize the results of unequal 
ability and diligence. Thus, also 
:n the labor policy of the govern- 
ment, unions are encouraged to 
limit the effort and output of the 
superior worker and his earnings 
as well. Meanwhile, too, our 
courts have been by-passed in 
favor of governmental commis- 
sions and bureaus and there is 
just no mistaking the fact that 
our national government. has in 
many cases been warmly hospita- 
ble to men and women who e.ther 
are outright Communists or have 
strongly indicated their admira- 
tion of the Russian system, and 
lately, we have had a taste of 
forced labor through job freezing 
under cover of the war emer- 
gency but without a labor sascha 
tage to justify it.

world we have not made any 
promises to the individual human 
being except in the vague- terms 
of the four freedoms which are 
capable of various interpreta- 
tions. They are so general that 
even Communists can subscribe to 
them, whereas no Communist can 
subscribe to the positive and spe- 
cific guarantees of the United 
States Constitution. And, while 
they may represent some gain, 
they still constitute a sharp dis- 
count from freedom as the people 
of the United States know the 
meaning of the word.

After all, 
the American Constitution is 
much greater than the four free- 
doms and, unless we are ashamed 
of it or prepared to offer the 
world a compromise, our states- 
men should whoop it up as the 
goal toward which all men should 
yearn.

A special senate sub-committee began a general inquiry inte 
the nation’s whiskey situation last Friday. 


This week, one supposes, it will actually get 
down to cases. 


This will probably be one of the most spirited 
congressional investigations ever uncorked. “We'll 
get to the bottom of this,” might well be the sena- 
tors’ watchward. 


Certainly this is one committee whose chair- 
man won't be worried with rounding up a quorum 
when meeting time comes. Every last member 
will undoubtedly be on hand each time he pops 
a cork and calls them to order. 


Incidentally, this is, so far as I have been 
able to determine, the first standing committee 
in history ... with one foot upon the rail, 


One thing worries me, however. That ig the fact that the in- 
vestigating group is a sub- committee of the judiciary committee. 
How, one cannot but wonder, did they get jurisdiction in a matter 
which, quite obviously, should have been referred to the commit- 
tee on droughts and irrigation? 


Nevertheless, I am constantly amazed at the congressional will- 
ingness to make any sacrifice for the public weal. The boys are 
‘giving of their time and equilibrum in a sincere and—to start with 
—sober effort to aid their long-suffering constituency. 


The committee—which thirsts, theoretically, only for informa- 
tion—has been given $10,000 in federal funds with which to finance 
the inquiry. For that amount they should be able to go into the

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WASHINGTON PARADE

OPPOSES SUBSIDIES WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The lower 
house of congress, which grants a 
subsidy to the restaurant on the house side of the capitol as a means 
of keeping down the price of food to its members, is opposed to 
governmental subsidies for keeping down the 

price of food to the public. 

Of such monumental inconsistencies is con- 
gress made. 

What the government proposes to do with 
the food subsidy program is exactly what con- 
gress is already doing with its restaurant. One 
is all right, as congress sees it; the other fs all 
wrong. Yet the principle is precisely the same 
in both cases. 

For the convenience*of its members and the 
usual flow of capitol visitors, the lower house, as 
does the senate, maintains a restaurant on the 
floor immediately beneath the chamber. Any- 
one can always get a good meal there for 60 cents 
and up. The food is of the best quality and is 
well prepared. 

Now the house restaurant, because of the un- 

| certainty of congressional sessions and its prac- 
tice of serving only one meal a day—luncheon—naturally could 
hardly be expected to show a profit at the modest price it charges. 
Congress makes up the difference with an annual subsidy or grant 
to cover the deficiency. By this means the price of meals is held 


down to the minimum. 

BUSINESS PROPOSITION If the restaurant were operated 
as a business proposition, prices 

would have to be increased several fold to show a profit. It would 

probably be as costly to eat there as it is in one of the most ex- 

pensive downtown hotels. 

Congress insulates itself against these high prices for a noon- 
day or off-hour snack by providing subsidies. The taxpayers 
make up the difference. 

That is what the government is trying to do in the present food 
emergency. Because of the manpower shortage, the lack of ma- 
terials and the increased cost of farming operations, the admin- 
istration is seeking to hold down the price of food to the consum- 
ing public by granting subsidies to farmers covering the difference 
in the cost of production and the ceiling prices imposed on the 
products subsidized. 

It is cheaper for all of us to handle the problem in that way, 
rather than let prices soar with a consequent rise in the cost of 
living. 

The taxpayer would make up the difference, just as he does 
in the case of the house restaurant. It all works out more equitably 
that way. Nobody profiteers from excessive prices and the pro- 
ducers are insured against losses through governmental payments 
made on the basis of a scientifically devised formula. 

From our experience in the last war, which saw no such price 
contrgJs, we know what would happen if the government took no 
steps to hold prices down. It is in the interest of everyone, there 
fore, to see that no break occurs anywhere along the line. 


REAL DANGER The real danger in the situation was force.

against inflation. 

If we allow the price of food to go up, that means an increase 
in the cost of living. Labor will voice new demands for increased 
wages to take care of the higher cost of living. Increased wages 
means an increase in the cost of things labor produces. And that 
is the beginning of the whole vicious inflation spiral which the 
government, in the interest of all the people, is diligently trying to 
prevent. 

Some of our dollar patriots are so lacking in true patriotism that 
they seem utterly incapable of appreciating the gravity of the situ- 
ation. They are willing to take chances on wrecking the whole 
economic structure, so long as a little extra pap goes to them in 
the process. 

What they fail to realize is that if we do run into a severe in- 
flationary spiral, their dollar isn’t worth any more than anyone 
else’s. 

According to a compilation just made here by the Washington 
Post, a conservative and reliable newspaper, the American people 
since Pearl Harbor have paid off four billion dollars of debt, they 
own an additional twenty billion dollars of government bonds, they 
have accumulated ten billion dollars in pension and insurance re- 
serves, and, on top of this, they have eighteen billion dollars more 
in cash than they had two years ago. Farmers are enjoying the 
greatest period of prosperity in all history. 

Yet despite these highly optimistic facts, certain hired spokes- 
men for groups that have benefitted most are going over the coun- 
try crying that their people are downtrodden and distressed and 
must have more money. 


SAD SPECTACLE The sad spectade of it all is that congress 

should be takén in by such blather. It 
raises serious doubts of 'the ability of congress to function in a na- 
tional emergency. 

That politics and pressure groups are back of the apparent 
willingness of congress to override the administration on the ques- 
tion of subsidies seems evident enough on the face of things. All 
of the leading figures in the administration, men who are not can- 
didates for officepg have pleaded with congress not to reject the 
subsidy program. They are men like Donald Nelson, head of WPB; 
OPA Administrator Bowles, Secretary of the Navy Knox, Justice 
Byrnes, and a host of others. 

Those who are supporting the move for throwing subsidies over- 
board and letting food prices soar are the candidates—members 
of congress who expect to go before the polls for re-election next 
year. It savors too much of catering to organized pressure groups. 

What the people should do is to let congress know that there are 
others in our population makeup outside of the pressure groups 
who have a vital stake in seeing that the economy of the country is 
kept on an even keel. If the people in this class, who constitute 
the overwhelming majority, will make themselves heard, congress 
can be relied upon to hew more to the line. 

But if they refuse to make themselves heard, there is a live 
danger in the situation to all of us.

My few months in the Atlanta 
area were among the pleasantest 
of my half century of life to date. 
Through the courtesy of John 
Proctor Mills, Montgomery, Ala., 
musician, I was enabled to meet 
some of the most worthy and 
charming persons I have known. 
Many Atlanta men were at Camp 
Gordon and several were in the 
battalion which graduated on Oc- 
tober 15, 1918, and becamé second 
lieutenants, or as I recall, Major 
Nathan Komer put it, “gentlemen 
by act of congress.” In Atlanta I 
was privileged to meet Miss Ethel 
Millican, soloist of St. Luke’s Epis- 
copal church, who resided at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs, Darling on 
Peachtree street across the street 
from the church. Once, when the 
camp duties did not require me, I 
rehearsed with St. Luke’s choir. 
I thought that I would be a great 
help to the two men who were in 
the bass section as we were about 
to review the “Festival Te Deum.” 
I was utterly astounded at the vo- 
cal capacity of the two males 
whose names I do not now recall, 
but I felt more than ordinarily 
unnecessary. Mr. Poole, head of 
the Atlanta Grand Opera Associa- 
tion, was the director as I recall. 
Dr. Wilmer, rector of the church, 
was very much interested in me 
and even suggested that I might 
attend a theological seminary and 
return to be his assistant after the 
war was over. No coubt St. Luke’s 
would have achieved even pfreater 
fame with the benefit of my tal- 
ents! 


Rev. Brent Schaeffer, pastor of 
the Lutheran Church of the Re- 
deemer, and Mr. and Mrs. Cook 
were other friends who made “life 
more abundant” for me in Atlania. 
Rev, Mr. Schaeffer even said that 
if I would return to Atlanta, I 
could have any job I could do. 
Having been out of college but a 
short time, I had no definite pur- 
pose. He did suggest that I give 
a 10-minute address in the Swed- 
ish language to some dozen Swed- 
ish-speaking people from Atlanta 
whom he would invite to his 
church Christmas Day. Since I 
was discharged from the service 
on December 2 “for the con- 
venience of the government, serv- 
ices being no longer required,” and 
I was back in Galesburg by De- 
cember 8, and the speech thus did 
not materialize. 


One Sunday afternoon I gave 
a talk before the Atlanta Psycho- 
logical Society as the files of The 
Atlanta Constitution will show in 
one of the November Sunday is- 
sues. Mrs. Rose Ashby was in 
charge of the meeting. As I re- 
call my talk was more or less a 
phantasy on “My Experiences as 
a Non-Material Entity,” or some- 
thing similar. 

I recall further the interesting 
program provided by the Y. W. C. 
A. at the rooms in the Peachtree 
Arcade. I wrote many letters in 
the Christian Science _ service 
men’s room, also in’ the Peachtree 
Arcade. 


Sometime in 1919 I queried The 
Constitution about a “job.” The 
reply indicated that no further em- 
ployes were needed for the mo- 
ment. Thus The Constitution has 
had to struggle along without me 
and I have worked with the 
Galesburg (Ill.)

My few months in the Atlanta 
area were among the pleasantest 
of my half century of life to date. 
Through the courtesy of John 
Proctor Mills, Montgomery, Ala., 
musician, I was enabled to meet 
some of the most worthy and 
charming persons I have known.

Gordon and several were in the 
battalion which graduated on Oc- 
tober 15, 1918, and became second 
lieutenants, or as I recall, Major 
Nathan Komer put it, “gentlemen 
by act of congress.”

I thought that I would be a great 
help to the two men who were in 
the bass section as we were about 
to review the “Festival Te Deum.” 
I was utterly astounded at the vo- 
cal capacity of the two males 
whose names I do not now recall, 
but I felt more than ordinarily 
unnecessary. Mr. Poole, head of 
the Atlanta Grand Opera Associa- 
tion, was the director as I recall. 
Dr. Wilmer, rector of the church, 
was very much interested in me 
and even suggested that I might 
attend a theological seminary and 
return to be his assistant after the 
war was over. No doubt St. Luke’s 
would have achieved even greater 
fame with the benefit of my tal- 
ents! 


Rev. Brent Schaeffer, pastor of 
the Lutheran Church of the Re- 
deemer, and Mr. and Mrs. Cook 
were other friends who made “life 
more abundant” for me in Atlanta. 
Rev. Mr. Schaeffer even said that 
if I would return to Atlanta, I 
could have any job I could do. 
Having been out of college but a 
short time, I had no definite pur- 
pose. He did suggest that | give 
a 10-minute address in the Swed- 
ish language to some dozen Swed- 
ish-speaking people from Atlanta 
whom he would invite to his 
church Christmas Day. Since I 
was discharged from the service 
on December 2 “for the con- 
venience of the government, serv- 
ices being no longer required,” and 
I was back in Galesburg by De- 
cember 8, and the speech thus did 
not materialize, 


One Sunday afternoon I gave 
a talk be.ore the Atlanta Psycho- 
logical Society as the files of The 
Atlanta Constitution will show in 
one of the November Sunday is- 
sues. Mrs. Rose Ashby was in 
charge of the meeting. As I re- 
call my talk was more or less a 
phantasy on “My Experiences as 
a Non-Material Entity,” or some- 
thing similar. 

I recall further the interesting 
program provided by the Y. W. C.

When the Army decided to give back thirteen billion, taxpayers 
breathed a sigh of relief.* It seemed to indicate a sobering up. But 
that vast sum is only a drop in the bucket. At the present rate 
of Army expenditure, it would cover a period of only seven weeks. 

Army buyers have been drunk with power. They were ordi- 
nary men, who counted nickels and dimes like thé rest of us, and 
the power to spend billions wént to their heads. 

Money én billion-dollar lots is not money, but fantastic and un- 
limited power. The men who spent it soon began to feel like irre- 
sponsible dictators. They learned to think of mere millions as 
chicken feed. The talked only in big terms: “I'll take this hotel; 
have it empty tomorrow.” “I'll take these six counties; get the 
people off so we can tear down the buildings.” “I’ll take your 
entire output; the price doesn’t matter; this is war.” 

You remember the great hotel they bought in Chicago and soon 
resold at a heavy loss; the machine tools they bought at a cost of 
millions and then sold at a fraction of the purchase price. They 
bought the entire salmon pack and then turned over most of it to 
the public market at a loss. They bought the nation’s entire pro- 
duction of many items, regardless of need; in at least one instance 
they bought more than the Army could consume in 20 years. 

Some waste at the beginning was unavoidable. Manufacyirers 
didn’t know what material or labor would cost them, and there was 
not og to haggle over prices. So they were given cost-plus con- 
tracts. 

These contracts reversed ordinary business rules. The greater 
a manufacturer’s expenses, the more money he made. And the 
natural result was the padding of operating costs. Proof of cynical 
waste is in the fact that manufacturers are now turning loose thou- 
sands of workers as the government changes their contracts. They 
were hoarding labor for which they had no use, and making a 
profit on this needless expense. Some of these contracts are being 
revised, but thousands are still in force,

Reds Beat Off 
Tank Assaults 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—(#)—Rus- 
sian Dnieper bend forces have 
captured the town of Chigrin at 
the northern extremity of their 
Kremenchug bridgehead, Moscow 
announced tonight, in a bid to 
reach a second bridgehead 35 
miles away at Cherkasy, where 
other Soviet troops were reported 
battling in the streets. 

In the south the Russian attack 
toward Kiroyograd moved through 
eight more populated places, 
bringing the Russians to within 
15 miles of this railroad town 
southwest of captured Znamenka. 
¢ The Moscow communique, re- 


.corded by the Soviet monitor from 


a broadcast, reported new defen- 
sive successes west of Kiev where 
the Germans were using great 
tank forces in one of the bitterest 
battles of the war. South and 
southwest of Malin, which is 55 
miles west of Kiev, the Russians 
said they dislodged the Germans 
from several populated places, in- 
dicating a Red Army counterat- 
tack. The Russians had fallen 
back 25 miles in this area since 
General Fritz von Mannstein, 
with nearly 2,000 tanks, began a 
drive to take back the Ukrainian 
capital of Kiev. 
Near Climax. 

London expected this battle 
soon to reach a climax. General 
Nikolai Vatutin’s reserves and 
deep defenses appeared to have 
dulled German striking power. A 
staff commentator in Moscow said 
“protracted battles are the first 
sign of failure in any major tank 
operation.” 

More than 300 German tanks 
were knocked out in this sector 
alone last week and the Germans, 
significantly, have been extreme- 
ly cautious in their announce 
ments of progress in this area. 

Chigrin and five other hamlets 
were captured by the Russians 
driving along the west bank of the 
lower Dnieper. The Germans an- 
nounced Saturday they had evacue 
ated Chigrin, terminus of a branch 
railway that follows the Dnieper 
river northward to Cherkasy. 

Fighting in the streets of Chere 
kasy was admitted by the Gere 
mans for the second day and the 
Berlin radio said Soviet van- 
guards had broken through to the 
railway station and were attack- 
ing in other parts of the town. 

Was By-Passed. 

Cherkasy had been by-passed 
when the Russians forged & 
bridgehead across the Dnieper in 
this area, driving to within a few 
miles of the rail junction of Smela. 
When the two bridgeheads from 
Cherkasy and Kremenchug are 
joined, another important portior 
of the Dnieper bend will be freed 
of Germans, 

Chigrin is a district center of the 
Kirovograd region, but is some 40 
miles northeast of Kirovograd. 
The Russians’ drive on Kirovograd 
was being made by other forces 
pressing northwest and southwest 
along a 35-mile front directly fac- 
ing the industrial town. Moscow 
reports placed Russian troops 15 
miles from their objective at an 
unidentified point. 

The Soviet communique, count- 
ing up booty captured with the 
railway junction of Znamenka, 
which fell last Thursday, said 94 
big guns, 152 machineguns, 373 
mortars, 120 armored troop car- 
riers, 52 trucks, 684 carts with 
military supplies, 453 motorcycles 
and 420 ammunition, fuel and pro- 
vision dumps were seized intact.
